A Pather Murdera hia Wife and Family

The entire family of six, father, moth- 
er, wife and three ehildren were murder- 


ed the other night by Richard Kiutte, a

carpenter, who then cou 

pleted his work by killing himeclf. The 

| dead are: Richard Klattke, carpenter, 
os years; Kate Kiattke, his wife; Johu 


Klattke, his father, aged 75; Mina k tattke, 
his mother, aged 7! years; Mina Klattke, 
Anna Klattke, dangh- 
ter, 7. 

The Klattke family was found dead 
early the other morning in a httle cot- 
tage, “OT Lersean avenue, two blocks 
trom Cuyler station, a suburb on the 
Chicago and Northweet raiiread. The 
discovery was made by Matthew Brown, 
a saloon-keeper. Mr. Brown wishing 
egme work done, called at the Klattke 
residence to secure the services of the 
carpenter. Tle rapped on the door and 
found the premises a veritable charnal 
house. On the floor lay seven corpses. 
Lach had a ballet wonnd inthe head, In 
each ease the ball had penetrated the 
brain, and death was evidently instan- 
A heavy oder which appeared 
to bechloroform wervaded the honse 
From this it is surmised that Richard 
at first chloroformed the entire family, 
tien at leisnre had taken deliberate aim 
and pata builet into the brain of each. 
Brown took a hasty survey only of the 
premises, then hastened to notify the 
pol o. A detail of cilicers was sent to 
the seone in a patrol wagon and a more 
carefol examination made of the sur- 
roundings. Everything pointed to a 
deliberately planned niurder by Niattke
